2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: None of the 
prior art of record taught the formation of a hub wherein an initial body blank having 
uniform thickness was formed in a molding operation and an additional shaping device 
was provided with an additional quantity of fiber and cross linking agent and inserted 
into the body blank and bonded to the body blank as claimed. It should be noted that 
the reference to Loyd (newly cited) disclosed molding composite material on the interior 
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of a hollow shaft in the manufacture of a drive shaft, however there is no reason to 
believe that one would have performed this operation in a hub which had a body blank 
made of uniform thickness from composite material.
